as it should bo met. 


"Tho planning of a1 parlc prograi

dcrtaklng," the (governor said in -hi 
message. ' "There should bo a well de 
veloped plan, along lines that will at 
ford-parks for the masses of the peo 
pie rather than to establish areas tha 
win noyer bo utilized either within 
our time or our children." 


In speaking on the surtax provision 


to tha bills which would raise th 
$850,000 needed to purchase tho tracts 
Governor Blalno says, that far better 
were that surtax applied to ward * 
reduction of tho mill taxes, thereby 
reducing the property tax to that ex- 
tent, than to apply it on tho purchas 
of tho properties, the necessities for 
which are very doubtful. 


Cim Get Land Viet. 


"I might add." he raid, "that the 


state, from time to .time is the recip- 
ent of lands for park purposes from 
tho public spirited citizens at no cost 
to the state. In fact there is now be1 
fora the executive a tentative tender 
of a .very historical 
and 
beautiful 


spot for a state park without cost to 
tho state. 


"I do not urge tho facts-as'n. reason 


for my disapproval Inasmuch as the 
state can buy park..lands .without do- 
nation, but as-an .incident that might 
well be called to your attention," he 
says.

Coerocive Feature : 


"The referendum provision of the 


bill is so dratted that the electors of 
the city will be coerced-Into voting 
for the adoption 
of this system," 


the governor says. "I' they do not 
vote for the adoptio.. of the system 
the school board will have no auth- 
ority and the schools cannot be con- 
ducted. 


"It is very plain thereof that this 


provision is so drawn that' it consti- 
tutes a coercive measure, enforcing 
upon the people an entirely new sys- 
tem of school government without 
the in fact haying a. choice. 


No End ol Tax-Levying. 


"If this suggested 
policy 
were 
carried out with respect to the sev-' 
eral boards and commissions of the 
cities, there would be no end of tax 
levying," the message states, 
"the 


question concerning this bill is re- 
duced thereof to a simple problem, 
and that is whether or not we should 
adopt a policy in this state creating 
tax levying boards.

That, in- a nutshell, Is the 
prevailing view here.
